With eight days until harvest time, the 
presidential candidates are taking their 
scythes where the hay grows thickest. 
The political hay is in seven of the nation’s 
largest states, which both camps consider 
vital for victory and still winnable by either 
man. 
Voters in those states — California, New 
York, Illinois, Ohio, New Jersey, Penn­ 
sylvania and Texas — will be seeing a lot of 
Republicans Gerald R. Ford and Bob Dole 
and Democrats Jimmy Carter and Walter 
Mondale in the week ahead. Among them, 
those voters control 207 6f the 270 electoral 
votes needed to win. 
Ford opened a $4-million media campaign 
Sunday. It will be the centerpiece of his 
stretch campaign, and it will be directed at 
six of those seven states. 


He also spoke today about inflation during 
time bought on the Mutual Radio Network. 
His campaign committee bought 30 
minutes of prime television time in 
California and put the President on to be 
“interviewed” Sunday by a campaign 
volunteer, sportscaster Joe Garagiola. 
Ford chose to talk about three issues in 
comparing himself with Carter: national 
defense, taxation and foreign affairs. 
He said Carter’s call for a cut of $5 billion 
to $7 billion in the defense budget would 
weaken the country. Ford noted that he 
supports production of the Bl bomber, 
which Carter would delay. 
Ford said Carter’s proposal to eliminate 
tax loopholes and deductions would raise 
taxes for middle-income Americans, a 
charge Carter has denied. Ford said his 
proposal for tax cut would help those in 
middleincome brackets. The President has

Ford will film and show similar programs 
this week as he campaigns across the 
country in Illinois on Tuesday, Pennsyl­ 
vania on Wednesday, Ohio on Thursday and 
New York on Sunday. New Jersey television 
markets will be covered by the New York 
and Pennsylvania programs. 
Carter will cross the country in the other 
direction. Today was his last day of rest at 
home in Plains, Ga., prior to the voting. He 
was scheduled to head north and then west, 
finishing the campaign in Texas on Sunday 
and California next Monday. 
The visit home gave Carter a chance to 
attend a session of the men’s Bible class at 
Plains Baptist Church. 


Carter is still front-runner in the cam­ 
paign, according to a batch of polls taken 
for newspapers and magazines and pub­ 
lished over the weekend. But his lead is 
narrow. 
A national survey for Time magazine by 
the firm of Yankelovich, Skelly and White 
showed Carter with 48 per cent, Ford with 44 
and 8 per cent undecided. 
Newsweek and U.S. News and World 
Report magazines surveyed the states to 
see how the electoral vote total might 
divide. Newsweek found Carter solidly 
leading for 83 votes and in the lead for 
another 225, which would give him 38 more 
than he needs to win. 
U.S. News and World Report’s survey 
showed Carter leading for 244 votes and 
Ford for 90, with the rest too close to call. 
A poll taken for The Associated Press 
immediately 
after 
Friday’s 
final 


presidential debate by Chilton Research 
Service found that 49.0 per cent of those 
surveyed were leaning to Ford and 44.9 per 
cent to Carter. But The AP sample found a 
disproportionate number of older people 
and Republicans in the debate audience, so 
the sample does not necessarily reflect the 
views of the total electorate. 


In statewide polls, Ford and Carter both 
found reasons for optimism. Hie Detroit 
News found Ford leading in Michigan, but 
by only three percentage points, 45 to 42. 
In North Carolina, The News and 
Observer of Raleigh found that Ford is 
nearly tied with Carter in a state once all 
but conceded to the Georgian. Its survey 
showed Ford less than two points behind. 
The New York Times and The New York 
News both said Carter was leading in the 
Empire State. The Times did not give 


statewide percentages, but The News said 
Carter led by 53-44 per cent. 
With the race so close, Democratic vice 
presidential candidate Walter Mondale was 
stumping 
the industrial Northeast, 
reminding party regulars that a difference 
as small as one vote per precinct, spread 
across the country, might affect the out­ 
come of the electioa 


He pointed to the results in 1960 and 1968, 
when the Democrats won and lost by ex­ 
tremely narrow margins. He urged them to 
vote and work to get the vote out. 
Dole, in Michigan, visited a Billy Graham 
crusade service in a fooball stadium at 
Pontiac. 
Graham introduced Dole and his wife, 
Elizabeth, to the crowd of 50,000. But he said 
he was not endorsing anyone in the election 
this year.

CAIRO (AP) — Arab leaders ended the 
first session of their summit on Lebanon 
today divided over composition of a 30,-000- 
man peacekeeping force to be sent to the 
war-torn country. 
A spokesman for the Arab League said 
after the l34-hour meeting behind closed 
doors that Iraq opposed including in the 
force the 20,000 Syrian troops currently 
occupying twothirds of Lebanon. 
At a smaller summit on Lebanon in 
Riyadh, Faudi Arabia, a week ago six Arab 
leaders agreed Syrian troops would remain 
and comprise the major contingent in the 
peacekeeping unit. 
Long at odds with Syria, Iraq has an 
estimated 2,000 men in Lebanon fighting on 
side. It, expr^sed.its 
Riyadh agreementby 
sending Foreign Minister Saadoun Hamadi 
to head its summit delegation. 
Arab 
League spokesman Bahieddin 
Nasser of Egypt told reporters the Arab 
leaders in their closed meeting approved 


the agenda worked out by foreign ministers 
Sunday night, despite Iraq’s objection. 
He said the leaders instructed the foreign 
ministers to prepare a draft resolution to be 
submitted to the summit when it resumes 
Tuesday. The summit is scheduled to end 
Tuesday. 
Asked what the resolution was about, the 
spokesman, who gets his information by 
telephone from Arab League headquarters 
a block away, replied "I don’t know." 
He reported that Libya has decided to 
send a delegation to the conference after 
boycotting the opening session. 
At the formal opening, which was 
televised and broadcast in Egypt, President 
Anwar Sadat called on Lebanese of all fac­ 
tions to settle their difference through 
peaceful dialogue. He also urged that the 
Palestine Liberation Organization be bol­ 
stered in its struggle against Israel. 
As Sadat spoke, right-wing Christians 
claimed new gains in their drive to seize 
control of southern Lebanon and establish a

Palestinian 
guerrilla raids into Israel. 
The offensive prompted the lef­ 
tist-)-Moslem alliance in Lebanon to 
threaten to resume fighting unless the 
guerrillas are allowed to return to the area. 
Palestinian guerrilla leader Yasir Arafat 
arrived at the last minute to head his organ­ 
ization’s delegation after an unsuccessful 
trip to Libya to try to persuade the Libyans 
to take part in the summit. 
The Lebanese Christian insistence on 
barring Palestinians from southern 
Lebanon violates a key provision of the 
Riyadh pact calling for observance of the 
1969 Cairo agreement restricting the 
Palestinians to their refugee camps and the 
Arkoub district in the south. 
A Christian militia commander on the 
Lebanese-t-Israeli frontier, Louis Hasrouni, 
told a reporter that the Arab leaders were 
putting up a front when they talked about 
enforcing the 1969 Cairo agreement.

A UNIQUE FORCE 
The danger of an energy crisis 
in the United States has not 
disappeared. As an energy in­ 
dustry spokesman notes, “...the 
national imperative remains 
precisely what it was during the 
height of last winter’s embargo- 
r elated shortages: to develop 
domestic energy sources just as 
fast and as fully as economically 
practical.” 
Without a higher degree of 
self-sufficiency, the U.S. could 
well find itself at the mercy of 
foreign energy supplier. That is 
a distasteful and economically- 
unsound prospect to a nation 
with a heritage of independence- 
•particularly when progress has 
been made in conquering the 
energy shortage. The public’s 
commitment to energy con­ 
servation brought an historic 
decline in the national year-end 
electricity peak load of 1973, 
according to the Edison Electric 
Institute--principal 
trade 
organization of the electric 
utility industry. If this national 
trend emphasizing the wise use 
of energy continues, it could 
lead to a significant drop in

energy demand growth. Thus, 
the U.S. stands at a turning 
point. We can choose to shape 
our own destiny by developing 
domestic energy options- such 
as nuclear power, coal and 
synthetic fuels, or we can take 
the easy way out by relying 
more heavily upon foreign 
imports. Energy self-sufficiency 
takes time and money, but it is 
really the only course of action 
open to an independent United 
States which intends to stay that 
way.

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IRS Chief Stalls Probe 
Of His Former Law Firm

WASHINGTON - Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Donald 
Alexander violated his own or­ 
ders last year by hankering a 
tax investigation that involved 
his form« law firm. 
The commission«, who was 
put in command of the tax agen­ 
cy by ex-President Richard Nix­ 
on, reacted to the Watergate 
scandal by forbidding his agents 
from making any decisions that 
might give even the appearance 
of a conflict. 
Yet he hindered a major in­ 
vestigation of tax havens in the 
Bahamas, despite the fact that 
the name of his form« law firm 
turned up in the probe. Through 
a spokesman, Alexand« denied 
that he was aware of the firm’s 
involvement. But we have un­ 
covered facts that raise serious 
questions about the handling of 
the investigation. 
The story goes back to 1965, 
when IRS intelligence agents 
oncluded that underworld 
barons, such as Meyer Lansky, 
had moved their operations 
from Cuba to the Bahamas. But 
strict bank secrecy laws pre­ 
vented the agents from proving 
their suspicions that the 
mobsters were hiding their illicit 
profits in Bahamian banks. 
i 


The IRS intelligence division, 
.nevertheless, began the largest 
investigation of tax havens in 
history. It became known as 
Operation Tradewinds. 
As part of this investigation in­ 
telligence agents in Florida ob­ 
tained the names of depositors 
with secret bank accounts at the 
Castle Bank in the Bahamas. 
This phase of Tradewinds 
became known as Project 
Haven. 
The hush-hush information in­ 
cluded a stolen Rolodex, which 
contained 250 cards. Two of the 
cards bore the names of two of 
A lexander’s previous law 
partners. A third card contained 
the name of their Cincinnati law 
firm. 
IRS intelligence officials, 
recognizing the potential for a 
conflict, alerted John Hanlon 
who was then the assistant com­ 
mission« in charge of com­ 
pliance. They recommended 
that, for the sake of propriety, 
Alexand « be kept out of the tax 
haven investigation. 
Hanlon immediately told Alex­ 
ander’s rigit bower, Burke 
Willaey, about the possible con­ 
flict. Our sources say that Willsey 
objected to the idea of withhold­ 
ing the details from Alexand«. 


But Willsey tokl us he informed 
Alexand« only that his form« 
law partners were umfer in­ 
v estigation, om itting the 
specifics of the investigation. 
By late January 1974, the IRS 
legal department also became 
aware that Alexander’s erst­ 
while firm was involved in the 
Tradewinds investigation. 
Joseph Salus, who worked with 
the Tradewinds agents, wrote a 
confidential memo which was 
eventually presented to the IRS 
chief counsel, Meade Whitaker. 
The memo reiterated the 
recommendation of the in­ 
telligence division that Alex­ 
and« should have nothing to do 
with the tax haven investigation. 
Again in mid-1975, the in­ 
telligence officials warned 
Hanlon that it would look bad if 
Alexand« became involved in 
this operation. And Assistant 
Commissioner Warren Bates, 
who is in charge of enforcing 
standards of conduct inside the 
IRS, was also informed of Alex­ 
and«’s potential conflict. 
Yet the commission« soon 
became involved in impeding 
the investigation. It began with 
the intelligence agents, them­ 
selves, who became concerned 
that their evidence might not be 
admianbie in court Not only had 
the Rolodex been stolen by an in­ 
formant, but the revelations may 
have violated federal evidenti­ 
ary laws, the IRS legal divirion 
sought the opinion of the Justice 
Department, which asked for 
more Biformation. 
But Chief Counsel Meade 
Whhak« iptored Justice's re­ 
quest for more facts and recom­ 
mended that the agents be stop­ 
ped from 
intelligence 
information from »side Baha­ 
mian banks 
This recommendation was put 
t 


in a confidential memo, dated 
July % 1975, to Commission« 
Alexand«. Yet Whitak« had 
been fully informed of Alex- 
antfer’s possible conflict. 
The following day, Alexand« 
requested a public hearing 
before the House Ways and 
Means Oversight subcommittee. 
He promised to produce “sexy, 
front-page” news at the hearing. 
Our sources say Alexand« plan­ 
ned to cite the tax haven in­ 
vestigation, particularly the 
stealing of the Rolodex contain­ 
ing his form« partn«’s names, 
as an example of intelligence 
abuse. 
The Justice Dept, learned, 
however, that Alexander in­ 
tended to discuss the tax haven 
investigation at a public hearing. 
The department -solemnly ad­ 
vised the subcommittee ttud the 
publicity would hurt the in­ 
vestigation. The subcommittee 
immediately cancelled the hear­ 
ing. 


Yet Alexand«, who received 
the same advice, ignored it On 
Sept 29, 1975, he held a press 
conference and divulged the 
confidential information that he 
had intended to discuss at the 
hearing. 
Alexander’s subordinates, 
meanwhile, held a secret meet­ 
ing to discuss the stolen 
materials. They decided that the 
information was ‘tainted” and 
recommended that Alexander 
prohibit the use of this informa­ 
tion. He gave his approval within 
21 hours - a decision, of course, 
that had the effect of obstructing 
the investigation involving his 
form« law Ann. 
Right « wrong, the decision 
raises questions shout conflict of 
interest 
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industry that has already been 
proven to be highly competitive. 
“Divestiture isn’t suggested 
because any anti-trust law has 
been violated, but because in­ 
tegration and diversification are 
now somehow supposed to be 
wrong,” he said, adding: 
“Integration and diversification 
are commonplace in hundreds of 
companies in virtually ev«y 
major industry. They are 
natural business structures that 
bring consumers lower prices 
and better service. To deny 
businesses the efficiencies and

Republican opponent in this 
year’s treasurer campaign. 
“I’m the candidate who 
wants to be treasurer,’’ says 
Republican Albert Kemp, 
obviously 
referring 
to 
Spainhower’s 
last 
ditch 
attempt to 
become 
the 
Democrat to replace Jerry 
Litton as the U. S. Senate 
nominee and to his continued 
interest in the governorship. 
“Obviously state treasurer 
is his third or fourth priority,” 
Kemp says. “Mr. Spainhower 
hasn’t been talking about the 
treasurer’s race. He is trying 
instead to be the state’s chief 
social worker.” 
But Spainhower says he is 
interested in the treasurer’s 
office. “I filed for office six 
months before Mr. Kemp 
did,” Spainhower says. “He 
filed five minutes before the 
deadline, and only because 
the governor requested him 
to.” 
In reply, Kemp complains 
that Spainhower is confusing 
the issue. “When I decided to 
try to become treasurer, I 
began to campaign only for 
that,” Kemp says. 
Faced

Spainhower cost Missouri 
money by leaving funds in 
non-interest 
gathering 
accounts, More money should 
be invested in short, overnight 
investments, Kemp says. 
“He doesn’t know what he is 
talking about,” Spainhower 
says. “We are bringing our 
balance down to zero each 
day, which is as low as 
possible.” 
Kemp 
also 
criticizes 
Spainhower because 
“he 
never had a cost of service 
study for banks. He’s got to 
have money in the bank 
readily available for services, 
but he should do a study to see 
how much he needs, and then 
invest the rest.” 
However, Spainhower says 
studies have been done by his 
office. He says money that can 
be released for investment is 
released. 
Kemp says he had not heard 
that these studies had been 
done. 
Kemp 
also 
charges 
Spainhower with running an 
office under the “old time 
spoils system.” 
“The 32 people on his staff 
are Democrats,” Kemp says. 
“Patronage is fine, as long as 
everyone is qualified. But with 
everyone 
from the same 
party, you run into problems.” 
Spainhower sees nothing 
wrong with his staff. 
“I have never gotten an 
endorsement 
from 
any 
politician in the hiring of any 
of my staff,” Spainhower 
says. “If I’ve had two equally 
qualified individuals applying, 
and one is a Democrat, I will 
hire the Democrat.

it,”

cash reserve fund, which he 
says would help the state in 
times of low income by 
transferring money to the 
state’s general reserve.

“Smokey and the Bandit,” 
starring Burt Reynolds, has 
been filming in Georgia as a 
first-time movie for director 
Hal Needham, formerly double 
and stunt coordinator for Rey­ 
nolds, John Wayne and other 
action stars. 
Producer Mort 
Engelberg, 
speaking from the Georgia lo­ 
cation, described the action: 
“Burt Reynolds plays a retired 
truck driver who was once 
known as ‘King 01 the Road’ 
because of his feats of derring- 
do on the highway. Two eccent­ 
ric and perhaps nefarious Tex­ 
ans hire him for an impossible

Proposes revision of 
unemployment tax

Lost water 
isn’t lost fat

(AP) — Revision of the state 
unemployment insurance law 
so that benefits and employer 
tax supports fluctuate with the 
state of the economy has been 
proposed by state officials as a 
means of rebuilding the sag­ 
ging benefit structure. 
“The recommendations are 
not being made as recommen­ 
dations 
which 
we 
consider 
wholeheartedly as legislatively 
popular," Joseph Dietrich, as­ 
sistant director of the Division 
of Employment Security, told a 
special legislative committee 
on Tuesday. 
“But they are recommenda­ 
tions that would certainly be 
needed to establish a reason­ 
ably solvent trust fund,” Die­ 
trich said. 
The panel, headed by Sen. 
Donald Graiike, D-St. Louis, is 
considering legislation for the 
next session to improve the fi­ 
nancial situation of the trust 
fund, which has dropped from a 
surplus of more than $200 mil­ 
lion to about $87 million in less 
than two years. 
Missouri employers, who fi­ 
nance jobless benefits through 
contributions to the fund, are 
currently paing the maximum 
amount possible under state 
law, and Dietrich said that un­ 
less that amount is significantly 
increased, the fund will even­ 
tually go bankrupt. 
Dietrich proposed that the 
law be revised so that the max­ 
imum benefit paid to a jobless 
worker, now a flat $85, would 
be a percentage of the average 
weekly wage in the state. If 
that system, now used in 32 
states, were in effect now at a 
50 per cent level, the maximum 
benefit would be $60 a week. 


The amount of wages an em­ 
ployer must pay unemployment 
insurance taxes on, now set at 
a flat $4,500 a year, would then 
be 78 times the fluctuating 
maximum weekly benefit. Die­ 
trich said that figure is based 
on the complex calculations of 
the present law, which require 
that much to financa the pro­ 
gram and slowly rebuild the 
fund’s surplus. If the proposed 
plan were in effect now, the 
taxable wage base would be 
$7,500. 
Implementation of the overall 
proposal this year would have 
resulted in employers paying 
about $75 million more in taxes, 
the primary reason Dietrich 
and other officials expect stiff 
opposition to the plan. 
Under the new federal law 
recently passed by Congress, 
the taxable wage base will in­ 
crease to $6,000 in 1978. But 
Dietrich said even that hike 
will not be enough to rebuild 
the fund so it can withstand an­ 
other serious recession, similar 
to the one which depleted it. 
He pointed out that since the 
program began in 1939, the tax­ 
able wage base has risen from 
$3,000 to $4,500 while the aver­ 
age income climbed from $1,500 
to $9,500. Benefits payments 
during the same period rose 
from $18 a week maximum to 
the present $85. 
“The taxable wage base has 
just not kept pace with the in­ 
crease in wages and the in­ 
crease in benefit amounts,” 
Dietrich said.

I would like to 
lose betw een five and 10 
pounds of water or fat. I can 
stay on a diet for only a short 
length of time, thus allowing 
m y self only tim e to lose 
water, not fat. If I took fluid 
pills would I be able to see a 
weight reduction on the scales 
from fluid loss and not be 
tota lly dehydrated? A lso, 
w ou ld th is h elp red u ce 
cellulite in my upper legs? 
DEAR READER - Your 
body is a wonderful machine. 
It is so constructed that it 
eliminates any water that you 
don’t need for general health. 
The only exception is when 
you have a medical problem 
that causes you to retain salt, 
or in w om en b efore the 
menstrual periods. 
Fem ale 
hormones tend to cause the 
body to retain salt and water. 
Losing water is not helpful 
unless you have an abnormal 
accumulation for the reasons 
I mentioned. I presume you 
really want to get rid of some 
fat over your thighs and 
elsewhere. You do not lose 
that by eliminating water. 
Many people are impressed 
when they step on the scales 
and see they have lost pounds. 
But when it’s water loss it is 
deceptive and as soon as that 
person recovers 
from the 
“wash-out” effect of water 
pills or gets back on a healthy 
diet the water that nature in­ 
tended you to have will return. 
Loss of needed water causes 
people to have headaches, feel 


tired and makes them moi 
susceptible to heat stroke i 
hot weather.

"For one thing, one of the jury 
members had a toe like the 
doctor was supposed to have and 
he'showed it to us.

The footprint found at the 
bottom of a stairway at the 
home had only four toe prints, 
which the prosecution argued 
was consistent with a deformity 
in Dr. Garrison’s right foot 
known as a "hammer toe.”

With eight days until harvest time, the 
presidential candidates are taking their 
scythes where the hay grows thickest. 
The political hay is in seven of the nation’s 
largest states, which both camps consider 
vital for victory and still winnable by either 
man. 
Voters in those states — California, New 
York, Illinois, Ohio, New Jersey, Penn­ 
sylvania and Texas — will be seeing a lot of 
Republicans Gerald R. Ford and Bob Dole 
and Democrats Jimmy Carter and Walter 
Mondale in the week ahead. Among them, 
those voters control 207 of the 270 electoral 
votes needed to win. 
Ford opened a $4-million media campaign 
Sunday. It will be the centerpiece of his 
stretch campaign, and it will be directed at 
six of those seven states. 


He also spoke today about inflation during 
time bought on the Mutual Radio Network. 
His 
campaign committee bought 30

of

time 
in 
California and put the President on to be 
“interviewed” Sunday by a campaign 
volunteer, sportscaster Joe Garagiola. 
Ford chose to talk about three issues in 
comparing himself with Carter: national 
defense, taxation and foreign affairs. 
He said Carter's call for a cut of $5 billion 
to $7 billion in the defense budget would 
weaken the country. Ford noted that he 
supports production of the Bl bomber, 
which Carter would delay. 
Ford said C arter’s proposal to eliminate 
tax loopholes and deductions would raise 
taxes for middle-income Americans, a 
charge Carter has denied. Ford said his 
proposal for tax cut would help those in 
middleincome brackets. The President has 


said he would reduce taxes with any budget 
surplus that accrues in the next four years. 
He said Carter has no experience in 
foreign affairs, while he has met with 124 
world leaders in two years as president. 
Ford will film and show similar programs 
this week as he campaigns across the 
country in Illinois on Tuesday, Pennsyl­ 
vania on Wednesday, Ohio on Thursday and 
New York on Sunday. New Jersey television 
markets will be covered by the New York 
and Pennsylvania programs. 
Carter will cross the country in the other 
direction. Today was his last day of rest at 
home in Plains, Ga., prior to the voting. He 
was scheduled to head north and then west, 
finishing the campaign in Texas on Sunday 
and California next Monday. 
The visit home gave Carter a chance to 
attend a session of the men’s Bible class at 
Plains Baptist Church. 


Carter is still front-runner in the cam­ 
paign, according to a batch of polls taken 
for newspapers and magazines and pub­ 
lished over the weekend But his lead is 
narrow. 
A national survey for Time magazine by 
the firm of Yankelovich, Skelly and White 
showed Carter with 48 per cent, Ford with 44 
and 8 per cent undecided 
Newsweek and U.S. News and World 
Report magazines surveyed the states to 
see how the electoral vote total might 
divide.

WASHINGTON - Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Donald 
Alexander violated his own or­ 
ders last year by hampering a 
lax investigation that involved 
his former law firm. 
The commissioner, who was 
put in command of the tax agen 
cy by ex lYesident Richard Nix- 
un. reacted to the Watergate 
scandal by forbidding his agents 
from making any decisions that 
might give even the appearance 
of a conflict 
Yet he hindered a major in­ 
vestigation of tax havens in the 
Bahamas, despite the fact that 
the name of his former law firm 
turned up in the probe Through 
a spokesman. Alexander denied 
that he was aware of the firm’s 
involvement But we have in 
covered facts that raise serious 
questions about the handling of

The IKS intelligence division, 
nevertheless, began the largest 
investigation of tax havens in 
history It became known as 
Operation Tradewinds.

Iitton as the U. S. Senate 
nominee and to his continued 
interest in the governorship. 
‘‘Obviously state treasurer 
is his third or fourth priority,” 
Kemp says. “ Mr. Spainhower 
hasn’t been talking about the 
treasurer’s race. He is trying 
instead to be the state’s chief 
social worker.” 
But Spainhower says he is 
interested in the treasurer’s 
office. “ I filed for office six 
months 
before 
Mr. 
Kemp 
did." Spainhower says. “He 
filed five minutes before the 
deadline, and only because 
the governor requested him 
to.” 
In reply, Kemp complains 
that Spainhower is confusing 
the issue. “When I decided to 
try to become treasurer, 1 
began to campaign only for 
that,” Kemp says. 
Faced 
with 
a 
severe 
shortage of funds, Kemp says 
he is running a personal 
campaign and is visiting as 
many counties as he can 
before the Nov. 2 election. 
“We’ve put over 40.000 miles 
on our ’69 Dodge van during 
this campaign,” Kemp says. 
‘‘We’ve gone through close to 
70 counties.” 
Although he has kept a low

Proposes revision of 
unemployment tax

Lost water 
isn’t lost fat

(AP) — Revision of the state 
unemployment insurance law 
so that benefits and employer 
tax supports fluctuate with the 
state of the economy has been 
proposed by state officials as a 
means of rebuilding the sag 
ging benefit structure 
“The recommendations are 
not being made as recommen­ 
dations 
which 
we 
consider 
wholeheartedly as legislatively 
popular,” Juseph Dietrich, as­ 
sistant director of the Division 
of Employment Security, told a 
special legislative committee 
on Tuesday. 
"But they are recommenda­ 
tions that would certainly be 
needed to establish a reason 
ably solvent trust fund," Die­ 
trich said. 
The panel, headed by Sen 
Donald Gralike, D St Louis, is 
considering legislation for the 
next session to improve the fi 
nancial situation of the trust 
fund, which has dropped from a 
surplus of more than $20u mil­ 
lion to about $87 million in less 
than two years 
Missouri employers, who fi­ 
nance jobless benefits through 
contributions to the fund, are 
currently pa mg the maximum 
amount possible under state 
law, and Dietrich said that un 
less that amount is significantly 
increased, the fund will even 
tually go bankrupt 
Dietrich proposed that the 
law be revised so that the max­ 
imum benefit paid to a jobless 
worker, now a flat $85, would 
be a percentage of the average 
weekly wage in the state 
If 
that system, now used in 32 
states, were in effect now at a 
50 per cent level, the maximum 
benefit would be too a week. 


The amount of wages an em ­ 
ployer must pay unemployment 
insurance taxes on, now set at 
a Hat $4,500 a year, would then 
be 78 times the fluctuating 
maximum weekly benefit. Die­ 
trich said that figure is based 
on the complex calculations of 
the present law, which require 
that much to financa the pro 
gram and slowly rebuild the 
fund's surplus If the proposed 
plan were in effect now, the 
taxable wage base would lie 
$7.500 
Implementation of the overall 
proposal this year would have 
resulted in employers paying 
about $75 million more in taxes, 
the primary reason Dietrich 
and other officials expect stiff 
opposition to the plan. 
Under the new federal law 
recently passed by Congress, 
the taxable wage base will in­ 
crease to $6,000 in 1978, But 
Dietrich said even that hike 
will not be enough to rebuild 
the fund so it can withstand an 
other serious recession, similar 
to the one which depleted it. 
He pointed out that since the 
program began in 1939, the tax­ 
able wage base has risen from 
$3,000 to $4,500 while the aver­ 
age income climbed from $1,500 
to $9,500 
Benefits payments 
during the same period rose 
from $18 a week maximum to 
the present $85 
"The taxable wage base has 
just not kept pace with the in­ 
crease in wages and the in­ 
crease in benefit amounts," 
Dietrich said.

It is perhaps for this reason 
that there has been a recent re­ 
newal of interest in the style as

The exhibition, 
comprising 
more than 700 works, was or­ 
ganized by the Institute for the 
Fine Arts at Rice University in 
Houston, in collaboration with 
the Chicago museum, and was 
seen there earlier this year. 
The exhibition surveys for the 
first time in the United States 
the overall Art Nouveau move­ 
ment, including not only paint­ 
ings and sculptures, but tex­ 
tiles, architecture, decorative 
_ arts and graphics. 
The glassware and jewelry 
continue to have an appeal 
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while much of the other work 
now seems extravagant, too or­ 
nate, even vulgar. 
However, the exhibition of­

Imprint of toes ivas crucial 
factor in Garrison decision

that the five toes on Dr Norman 
A Garrison’s right foot all touch 
the floor apparently was the 
crucial factor in the jury's 
decision to acquit him of the 
charge of murdering his former 
wife, several jurors said Sun 
day.

a bloody footprint found at the 
posh Kennett home of Mrs Lee

reviewing instructions 


“For one thing, one at the jury 
members had a toe like the 
doctqr was supposed to ha ve and 
be showed it to us It was a 
help," a juror said 
The footprint found at the 
bottom of a stairway at the 
home had only four toe prints, 
which the prosecution argued 
was consistent with a deformity 
in Dr 
Garrison's right foot 
known as a "hammer toe." 
However, the physician twice 
during the trial was asked to 
remove his shoe and sock and 
both times all five toes touched 
the floor 
And the defense called Lila 
Anjonette 
Garrison,

Garrison's daughter, to the 
stand to refute testimony by a
